This communication is responsive to the Notice of Allowance dated November 21, 2006, 
concerning the above-referenced patent application. 

The Examiner stated the following: 

Claims 1, 3, 5-22, 24, 26-31 are allowed in view of the Applicant's 
arguments (Response filed 8/16/2006) and the cited prior art of 
record. The independent claims recite restoring radio calibration 
parameter information in a PDA in which the radio calibration 
parameter information is unique to the PDA and previously 
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purposes, in which the data in the selected file is imported into the 
PDA in order to adjust the frequency of wireless communication 
by the PDA, which, in addition to the rest of the claim limitations, 
are distinguished form the prior art. For support, see Instant 
Specification (pg. 2, Une 18 through pg. 3, line 3, pg. 6, lines 1-13, 
20-27, pg. 7, lines 4-27, pg. 16, Unes 7-15, pg. 22, lines 8-23, pg. 
23, Unes 6-26, pg. 24, lines 4-15, pg 25, line 24 through pg. 26, 
Une 15).
